The following Kastet paper was 
reml by Mis* Nannie E. Fields 
before a large and ftppteeil 
eembUgeof ..ffieers, teachers, schol- 
ars nnd visitors at the Union Sab- 
bath-school, bold at the Methodist 
hurch, In this place, Sunday last : 
"The Son of man must bedeliv- 
red into tho hands of sinful men 
and bo cmcitied, and the thirdday 
hall rise r.gain." Today we hnve 
met to celebrate the resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and we are 
only on« of the many thousand 
churches in Christendom that ob- 
serve this annual festival. A fes- 
tival or feast is a day or a series of 
lays specially and publicly set 
ipart for religious observance. 
Whether it be a casual or periodic 
occurrence, its ritual grave or gay, 
spiritual as the worship of a Puri- 
tan Sabbath, it is to be regarded as 
a festival or "holy day" as long as 
ft ie professedly held in the name 
Of religion. 

To trace the festivals of the world 
through all their variations would 
be to trace the entire history of 
human religion and civilization. 
After the resurrection the first 
christians, being derived ' from or 
intimately connected with the Jew- 
ish church, naturally continued to 
observe the Jewish festivals, tho' 
in a new spirit, and being accus- 
tomed to the observance of the 
Passover, and ennobled by the 
thought of Christ as the true Pas- 
chal Lamb, the first fruits from the 
dead, they continued the celebra- 
tion and it probably became the 
Christian Easter. 

The crucifixion took place on 
Friday, and very early on the morn- 
ing of the third day (Sunday) the 
two Mary's were met at the sepul- 
chre by a vision of angels which 
announced his resurrection. Of 
that resurrection, in spite of their 
doubts and misgivings, the whole 
body of the disciples became unal- 
terably convinced, and on their 
unalterable conviction and the 
subsequent witness of history to 
the blessed truths of their doctrine, 
has rested in great measure the be- 
lief of the Christian church, and 
those same convictions and truths 
will forever continue to shatter the 
weak defense of infidelity. 

Uniting the contemporary testi- 
mony of St. Paul with those of the 
gospels, we find ten recorded ap- 
pearances of Christ on the first 
Blotter day. Was not that a feast 
to the weary disciples after being 
separated from their loving Lord 
and Master? The soul that is dead 
in sin, weary of darkness, and long- 
ing for the light of truth, may have 
a glorious feast if they will let the 
sunlight of God's love rise in their 
hearts.
